Contributions to the National Home fund totalling 
$10,482 have been deposited in the Washington Home 
account at the Supreme Lodge office in Philadelphia, Pa. 


Supreme Financial Secretary 
Americo A. DeMartinis, comp- 
troller of funds for the drive, 
reports that 13 of the Order’s 21

DeMartinis estimates the total 
collected in the drive to date is 
much higher because many state 
chairmen have funds on hand 
that have yet to be turned in.

This has been because we have tried to fight 
fire with the most unorthodox methods, We have tried 
to fight back against slander and defamation of char- 
acter through negative approaches. In short we have 
kept the light of our culture hidden too long under a 
bushel. It is time to take this light and display it for 
our American neighbors to see. By this light they will 
judge us. This is what is called POSITIVE action. It 
is not enough to talk about past glories of our people 
among ourselves. Nor is it enough to talk among 
ourselves about the many contribtuions we have made 
to the American scene. Do this and the approach can 
only be termed as NEGATIVE. 

We must put the spotlight on ourselves so that oth- 
ers can see us for what we really are—substantial citi- 
zens of a great Democracy and not the false image 
of TV which creates the illusion that everyone of Ital- 
ian origin is pre-disposed to criminal activities. 

By well planned programs we show everyone the 
many-sided contributions of the some 20 million men 
and women of Italian origin who help make up the 
melting pot that is America.

Try if you will (and who wants to) there is no escap- 
ing the “Italian” influence of the new albums which grace 


the shelves of the record shops these days. There are.

An outstanding release all

Another London recording 


PUCCINI ARIAS features - the 
Romanian soprano Virginia Zea~ 
ni. There’s no doubt that this 
young soprano has a certain 
freshness and flair. But this re- 
cording gave us the impression 
Miss Zeani needs a great deal 
more polishing. There are over- 
fones of super-charged emotion. 
There are those who may like 
their opera that way, but frankly, 
we don’t. 

On the disappointing side is the 
Victor release CESARE VALENTI 
RECITAL. This is a recording of 
the famed operatic tenor’s recital 
at Town Hall in New York. The 
choicest portions of the evening 
have been recaptured on this disc, 
But much of the occasion’s at- 
mosphere has been lost in the 
transfer to records. The sound is 
not of the best, which seems to be 
true of other recent Victor re- 
leases. 

We heard both stereo and 
mono versions. The mono edition 
is a little more than passable. 

The voices of two famed Italian 
opera singers — Beniamino and 
Ezio Pinza — have been mémora- 
lized by Victor and Camden. 


Out of the Past 


The Victor recording presents 
& good view of Gigli’s recorded art 
from the years 1925-30. This was 
at the time the great tenor’s 
voice was in its fullest glory. An 
excellent job of transferring Gi- 
gli’s voice from the old 78’s to the 
modern LP’s, 

There are arias from La Forza 
Del Destino, Lucia, La Boheme 
and La Giocando. 

Only one bad spot in the re- 
cording and that’s the Lucia 
scene. It just doesn’t come off 
from a musical standpoint, 

The Pinza recording is equally 
@S8 good in recalling the remarka- 


en 
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ble artistry of Ezio Pinza. The 
recording is called EZIO PINZA 
SINGS ITALIAN SONGS. The 
emphasis is on classical songs of 
Scarlatti, Handel, - Sarti and 
Monteverdi. e 

Pinza was in his prime when he 
recorded these gems. 

A notable addition to anyone’s 
collection of unusual albums. 


Gould Album 


RCA Victor has another special 
which should interest the audio- 
phile. It’s the Morton Gould al- 
bum featuring Beethoven’s 
WELLINGTON SYMPHONY and 
Grofe’s Grand Canyon Suite. 
Both on stereo and mono and at 
reduced prices. 

Sound-wise this release is simi- 
lar to a previous Morton Gould 
recording which highlighted ths 
1812 Overture. The orchestra 
takes full advantage of sound 
gimmicks and we must say that 
these are quite effective in the 
rendition of the Wellington Sym- 
phony. 

We might have been impressed, 
too, with the Grand Canyon Suite 
recording on side two of this re- 
lease if we hadn’t heard Capitol’s 
new album AMERICANA, 

This Capitol disc is on the sen- 
sational side, particularly the 
stereo version. One gem is the 
recording of On the Trail from 
the Grand Canyon Suite. Per- 
formed by the Hollywood Bowl 
Symphony Orchestra with Car- 
men Dragon conducting the 
whole album is one of the best to 
come out of the recording hop- 
pers these days. 

There are such rousers as 
Dixie and the Stars and Stripes. 
Then America, the Beautiful, the 
Battle Hymn of the Republic and 
the melodious folk song of the 
South, Aura Lee. 


Emperor Concerto 


Wilhelm Backhaus’s recording 
of BEETHOVEN’S EMPEROR 
CONCERTO for London goes at 
the top of the list of recordings 
of this popular Beethoven con- 
certo. The inimitable Backhaus 
gives a top level performance, 
ably supported by the Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra directed 
by Hans Schmidt-Isserstedt. 


The sound is tops, too.

“The lack of a defense agency 
is probably responsible for the 
continuation of the Italian- 
gangster stereotype as almost a 
colophon of authenticity in crime 
drama.” 

The educator, who at one time 

or another was associated with 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, New York University and 
Columbia University, stressed in 
his report that only a concen- 
trated effort on the part of the 
Italian people will eliminate the 
Italian stereotype from the 
American scene, 
--This is not the first time that 
observations have been made re- 
garding the lack of “defense” 
organization by Italians to fight 
defamation. 

The author-journalist, Harry 
Golden sometime ago also de- 
plored the lack of “defense” by 
Italians to strike back at those 
who are prone to characterize 
Italians as hot-headed, gun- 
wielding criminals. 

Mr. Golden has stated that 
Americans of Italian origin sel- 
dom complain about the stereo- 
typing of Italians. Other groups 
do and as a result, television and 
movie producers are quick to 
react to these complaints. . 

There is, of course, an element 
of truth to what the Messers.
